Manager F. E. Gibbons, of the W est­ 


ern Union telegraph office, who was 
a w a iting a telegram from May or Bab­ 


cock, was also 'phoned and informed 


of the news the Democrat had receiv ­ 


ed from its business manager in St. 


Louis, and the genia l Frank lost no 


time in ’phoning to sev era l parties 


wffio May or Babcock had directed him 


to notify a s soon as his (Babcock’s) 


m essa ge was receiv ed announcing the 


signing of the contract.

W e intended to 
offer it to the X’^nited States in its 
struggle with Spain, b ut the war clos­ 
ed ju st as we finished the construc­ 
tion of the airship.
